Herr Cuno began his address by de 
tailing the newest French advances 
into Germany and ca!ling attention*to 
the ordinances threatening death to 
railway workers remaining on a gtrike 
should fatal accidents occur on the 
lines. For a solid hour he talked of 
French acts in the Ruhr, pointing out 
the troubles and violence, 

The chancellor told the Germans that 
in the face of French aggression they 
had only one arni—passive resistance—- 
which he urged be kept up. He as- 
serted many of the passive measures 
had not been dictated by the govern- 
ment, but were spontaneous acts on 
the part of thé ‘population of the op- 
pressed districts. 

‘“ Tanks and machine guns are sense: 
less when there is no one opposed. A 
| sword stroke will cut air,” he declared 
“Germany is without arms in the true 
sense of the word, but it has one strong 
defensive weapon—that is the atrong 
will of free men who oppose violence 
in obedience to justice. Guns and 
dynamite may be good for the destruc 
tion of factories and mines, but not to 
run them.” 

Germany Still Willing to Pay. 

After these preliminaries, which oc- 
cupied close to two-thirds of his entire 
speech, Herr Cuno got down to the 
more important features of his speech 
He asserted that Germany had tried 
honestly to come to some understand.

W.K.VANDERBILT 
LEFT $54,530,966 
‘ESTATE IN 1920 


New York State Gets 
$1,934,574 Tax. 


New York, March 6.—[Special.]— 
William K. Vanderbilt, who died in 
Paris on July 22, 1920, left an estate 


valued at $54,530,966. That figure be- 
came public today when the appraisa: 
was accomplished and the transfer tax 
was decreed in Suffolk county. 

Two sons, William K. Vanderbilt and 
Harold 8S. Vanderbilt, inherit the bulk 
of the wealth. 

Under the appraisal the state of 
Newer York receives the largest inher- 
itance tax ever paid ih Suffolk county, 
$14934,574. Shortly before his death 
Mr. Vanderbilt gave to his daughter, 
Consuelo Balzan, formerly the Duchess 
of Marlborough, $15,000,000. 


Gave Marlborough Only Half. 
While the gross value of the estate 
was more than $54,000,000, debts and 
the expenses of administration seduced 
it to a net of $50,220,842. The biggest 


individual item of debt was a leftover | 
from the princely dower Mr. Vander- | 


bilt gave his daughter at the time of 
her alliance with the Duke of Marl- 
borough. 

It was said Mr. Vanderbilt settled 
upon her titled suitor the sum of $6,- 
000,000. f so, evidently but half of 
that amount ever was handed over, for 
the executors, the two sons of the tes- 
tator, list $2,500,000 due ‘‘to the trus- 
tees under the settlement upon the 
marriage of the Duke of Marlborough 
with Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt.” 


Was a Good Investor. 
The net estate as appraised was 


made up of only $4,007,477 in realty 
and $50,523,488 in personalty, of which 
the biggest items were stocks, 
holdings in the New York Central and 
other first class roads predominating. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is shown by the ap- 
praisal of stocks to have been a wisé 
investor and to have had but few in-

in the streets more dangerous to children, 

There will be no change while penalties for kill- 
‘ing are so mild. Our attitude toward automobile 
| deaths ig strangely callous. Excuses are too easily 
| accepted, and the pedestrian, child, cripple, aged 
woman, or man in the flush of life finds that he 
or she has few rights which the reckless driver is 
| disposed to respect. 

That is a condition which should be reversed. 
| When a driver kills, the burden should be on him 
| to prove that he was using every precaution. The 
. right to life is superior to the right to drive a Car. 
|Drivers should be taught by heavy penalty that 
it is they who are required to exercise caution, 
not the pedestrian. Especially the case of children 
should be put on a proper basis. A child is not 
able to judge of conditions of safety or danger. 
It is up to the driver to think for him. It is up to 
the driver at all times to drive at such a rate and 
to have such control of the car as will protect any 
child, no matter what the child’s impulse may be. 

Drivers are too ready to take chances. They 
drive around and past vehicles and obstructions 
without respect for the possibilities. If they were 
punished drastically for accidents they would re- 
fuse to take chances. Now the chances are all 
at the expense of the pedestrian. We do not forget 
jay-walkers and absent-minded people. They often 
contribute to their own injury. But that is not 
an answer. Any one driving an automobile should 
be compelled to take errors into account, for the 
car driver is in charge of a powerful and dangerous

CRIME AND VICE. 


Two grand juries have been charged with the 
duty of investigating what is called vice and have 
discharged that duty. A third is now to be 
charged with it and undertake it. Vice is distinct 
from crime, in general meaning, in that it is some- 
thing engaged in willingly, although illegally and 
immorally, by the participant. A citizen may be 
involved in crime as the victim, but in vice there 
was a decision. 

The threat of the third grand jury investigation | & 
has disturbed Chief Fitzmorris. THE TRIBUNE has 
no first band information as to the administra- 
tion of the police under the present chief. It relies 
upon the judgment of certain intelligent citizens 
who have made it a public service to work for the 
suppression of crime. The majority of these citi- 
zens say that Fitzmorris is one of the best chiefs 
the city ever had. 

If that is the case, and we are inclined to accept 
their word, backed as it is by statistics related to 
the major offenses against public security, such a 
chief should have public support. Vice, involving 
the passions of human nature, is the most difficult 
of all community problems. It is as quicksilver. 
it changes its form and its habitation as often as 
the police can change the method of attack. 

The chief, nagged by the constant grand jury in- 
vestigation of his administration, has done a nat- 
ural protective thing. He has decided to detail 
sufficient men to guard suspected places. To do 
this adequately will require perhaps 1,200 men, 
and they must be withdrawn from other police 
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gerous under the right conditions, but haste, the 
determination toget along, is always dangerous. It 
tempts the driver constantly to take’ chances, te 
put himsel where he will be unable to meet an 
unexpected situation, to dodge around street cars 
and other vehicles on the chance that no one will 
ypear in his path. In a great city this is a Habit 
‘hich is certain. tovbring accidents and it has run 
up our automobile killings at a shocking rate. 
There is only one. means of correcting this evil; 
it is prompt and severe punishment for any one 
who kills with a car: Not fines, but imprisonment. 
That would make ‘life a good deal safer in this 
town. No one’s time is so valuable that he should 
be allowed to endanger human life to save -five 


seconds. » 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 
TROUBLES. 


Fire Marshal Seyferlich and Fire Commissioner 
Cullerton are reported to have agreed upon the 
outlines of a plan to rid the fire department of 
incapacitated members. If that plan will accom- 
plish what is hoped for it, it will accomplish much 
more. The department should not only be rid of 


influence of a sense of insecurity, injustice and in- 
trigue which appears to have permeated it. 

THE TRIBUNE does not know all the influences at 
the bottom of this demoralization, but some of 
the most experienced, efficient and intelligent men 
in the department lay them at the door of Com- 
missioner Cullerton, Witness a letter appearing in 
the Voice of the People department today. 

Whatever the reason for this situation, it is clear 
that it cannot fail to injure department morale, 
and therefore injure efficiency. That must be cor- 
rected. Every honest man in the department will 
admit it. 
correction. Even those who have been opposing 
Commissioner Cullerton's effort to have so-called 
superannuated or incapacitated members retired 
admit that if there are such members they should 
be retired hey object tp the plan of retirement 
supported by Cullerton on the ground that their 
experience with the commissioner makes them be- 
lieve it would not work out fairly. They fear 
summary reference to the trial board based on 
prejudiced tests, and resultant summary dismissal 
No one can blame them for objecting to that. They 
declare they are willir~ +- ‘et the ir~-- --me to a 
head under the new city administration. That, 
we believe, is fair enough. 

Certainly the retention of suspected inefficients 
in the department for a couple of months more 
cannot impair its general efficiency any ~ore seri- 
ously than has the sense of insecurity and injus- 
tice recently developed. Efficiency is the para- 
mount object. Whatever course will best assure 
it is the best course to pursue. 

If the reported agreement between Seyferlich 
and Cullerton will accomplish that, to the satis- 
faction of the best type of men in the department, 
well and good. If not, we believe the entire issue 
may well be left in abeyance for the few weeks 
until a new a@ministration can settle it justly, 
for the benefit of the city, and incidentally for the 
benefit of the department.

They found that there were 7,105 school 
children in the city. They urdertook to

They tested 
the immunity of 4,071 of these children. 
Of these, they found 2,489 who were 
liable to contract diphtheria. They gave 
at least one dose of vaccine to 99 per 
cent and three doses of vaccine—the 
whole course—to 83.6 per cent of these. 

The authorities calculate that by the 
complete vaccination of 2,110 children, 
and the partial vaccination of 140 oth- 
ers, they have reduced the number of 
children in the public schools nonim- 
mune to diphtheria from an estimated 
4,618 to an estimated 2,273. Only 400 
children: of pre-school age were vaccin- 
ated. No special effort to immunize 
adults was made. 

Diphtheria is not a highly contagious 
disease, nor one that is difficult to con- 
trol. The authorities predict a great de- 
crease in the diphtheria rate in Auburn.

The witnesses summoned today in- 


cluded Alonzo Braddock and his wife, 
W.cC. Andrews, and R. L. Dade, mayor 
of Mer Rouge. 

Bradgock’s home was raided by a 
party of masked men last November 
and he was made prisoner,~brought 
to Bastrop and turned over to the 
sheriff, who was informed that Brad- 
dock was making moonshine whisky. 

January Testimony Involved. 

Braddock testified at the open hear- 
ing here in January that the raiding 
party was composed of Capt. J. K. 
Skipwith, exalted cyclops of the More- 
house Ku Klux Klan; Sam Cox, Mar- 
vin Pickett, Cud Pickett, Benton Pratt, 
Sam Eldridge, and a man named Mc- 
Intosh. 

Andrews, Watt Daniel, and Harry 
Neelis were halted on the Gallion high- 
way during the summer, while masked 
men were raiding the premises of a 
bootlegger. 

Mayor Dade testified at the open 
hearing that he was a member of the 
raiding party, all of whom were at- 
tired in white or black robes, and that 
his companions included Capt. Skip- 
with, Dr. B. M. McKoin, J. D. Higgin- 
botham, Kelly Harp, and Ed Ivey. 


Fourteen Witnesses Called. 


Andrews also was one of the five 
men kidnaped Aug. 24 and with J. L. 
Daniel, father of Watt, and “Tot” 
Davenport, was released at Collinston 
by his masked captors, while the hood. 
ed men disappeared with Watt Danie! 
and Richards, whose bodies were found 
in Lake Lafourche Dec. 22. 

Fourteen witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear before the jury to 
morrow. They include Addie May 
Hamilton and her mother. Miss Ham- 
flton testified at the open hearing that 
klansmen forced her to leave Mer

GARDINI BEATS POLE 


The headlock, the hold which has 
spelled defeat for so many challengers,

Lewis Master All the Way. 

The Lewis-Eustace match furnished 
some excitement for the large crowd, 
but the champion was master of the 
situation at all times.

Eustace relied upon arm locks and 
body scissors, but: not once had the 
champion in what might be called a 
dangerous position, although the crowd 
thought Strangler would be pinned sev- 
eral times.

It is certainly true that undivided 
profits sometimes sound enormous. Never 
do they sound more enormous than when 
the figures roll out of the throat of 
some soapboxer, telling the boys how 
the bosses are robbing the workers.

Playing up profit is one of the very 
best bets of the labor organizer urging 
men to join a union in order to in- 
crease their?wages. If the leader just 
quoted keeps talking in that strain he 
will very likely spill the beans about 
the whole “ profit system” that he and 
his school are so fond of denouncing. 
This would be regrettable. He has prac- 
ticed his resrular stuff and does it well. 
Why mess up a good act? Why revise 
@ good old song and dance? 

But as he has started it, maybe we 
are privileged to help him along by ex- 
amining his latest utterance. As he 
Says, it is true that few men care to 
wait a year, or nearly so, for a little 
extra money that they are not certain 
of getting when the appointed time 
arrives. That's why so few men be- 
come capitalists. Few have the fore- 
sight, the self-control, the persistence, 
or the sportsmanship to take the neces- 
sary chances. 

It is true.that profits, when divided up 
among great numbers of men, mean little 
to the individual. The reward of the 
capitalist and entrepreneur is usually 
small compared to the aggregate of 
wages paid by an industry. In many 
enterprises, of course, there are no 
profits at all. In some years in the 
United States one-third of all active cor- 
porations. have lost money. The grave- 
yard is full of others. Gushers, not dry 
wells, bonanzas, not pinch out mines, 
get the headlines. 


But these facts are either not known 
to men of the type quoted, or, if known, 
are unuttered. ‘Their very best line of 
talk—their mea] ticket conversation— 
consists of fabulous estimates of the 
gains mofped up by Big Business, or 
the staggering “economies” which 
could be realized if industry were con- 
ducted without profit “for service.” 
Government ownership advocates are 
long on this kind of appeal. 


~~ 

One of the best tested methods of sell- 
ing discontent is to circulate long lists 
of dividends paid by successful corpora- 
tions. Accounts of the big persona! for- 
tunes in America are also fine agenda. 
These lists are seldom accurate; the 
second class never are. All that is 
necessary to prove that is to compare 
these estimates of personal fortunes with 
what the Probate courts reveal later on 

Put, even if accurate, such lists by 
themselves create’ a false impression. 
What one of us reading g long list of 
multimillionairé possessions or oil divi- 
dends can refrain from comparing it to 
our own bungalow, flivver, or pay en- 
velope? Only when considered in their 
relation to the totals of national wealth 
and income can such figures convey a 
true impression of their meaning. Like 
everything else, they are relative. 

Then such figures can never be closely 
compared to those of enterprises con- 
ducted “for service.” Something is 
known, but very Jittle, of the waste and 
excess overhead of publicly owned en- 
terprises. Bureaucracy does one thing 
well—it knows how to cover up, as 
Gen. Dawes found. by

Nevertheless enlightenment proceeds. 
Such little breaks as that noted here 
help, Such investigations as the 
Sankey mine probe in Britain, after its 
first flurry of feature stories about how 
the dukes and earls got their property 
and how long they had levied royalties.
